Paying Fines in Installments.

Gov. Foss, of Msfsacbusetta. re- 
cently discovered that some 9.00O or 
10,000 persons were being sent to 

jail every year in that State beraos* 
of their inability to pay lines. Tha 
olEeneea of wMeh theee persons wera 

convicted were of comparatively 
trivial nature. In many instancea ft 
a term of hnprisonment meah^ littto 

more thsn that a needy family htM 
been deprived for a time of the se*» 
liess of a brmdwIflDer. 

A special message has been seat 
to the Legislature by Gov. FoSs urgw 
ing that the ststotes be smendei so 
that a person convicted may be giv> 
en time in which to liquidate hia 
fine. The Governor believes the law 
should provide that soefa flaea nMgr 
be paid in installments to court pro- 
bation officers. He would have it 
obligatonr opon the eoorf to sws' 
pend the execution of a sentence to 
jail "unless the court finds that the 
dellnqiient probably wiH default if- 
given time to pay, or that hisreless* 
will be against public interest." 

If pennlttsd by Isw the court* 
could well afford to <;xercise some 
discretion in such esses. The Poliea 
Courts in most cities are mainly oe> 
cupied with the trial of small offen- 
ses. A jail sentence is manifestly 
proper in some instances, while ia 
others it serves no good pnrposa to 
inflict such punishment and may 
work hardships. It is scarcely sd* 
visable to pot a nan in jail if . beta« 
guilty of some small infraction of 
the law and unable to pay the tin* 
asssssed, he evfaieee a dIsposMon to 
pay in installments. If incarcerated 
he is for the time being without 
ability to earn money. He eannat 
pay and, what is worse, if he be the 
head of a family, he cannot contrib- 
ute te the support of that family. 
In the meantime he is being fed and 
lodged at the public expense.— Cenp» 
ler4onnMl. 

The i^eve le taken twm the edi* 
torial columns of the Courier-Joor- 
nal. It would not bo possille to ad» 
voeate a more unwise policy hi tfto 
matter discussed. It was tried ill 
Hopkinsville for many years and 
found to be an entire failare. Hard* 
ly half of the fines were paid and 
the Chief of Police was required to 
perform troublesome duties as s col- 
lector from the worst classes of peo- 
ple, that were never intended to be 
imposed upon him. As soon as the 
credit system was abolished the cash 
receipts were doubled and the effect 
was good in other ways. Many of- 
fenders will behave themselves when 
confronted by the certainty of a jail 
sentence. The really deserving cases 
can be handled by the eoarfs or thw 
pardon boards. The present Ken- 
tucky law requiring fines to be re- 
plevied, paid or worked oat is good- 
enough. Ld it alone.
